As  Christ  experienced  in  our  behalf,  we  must  have 
faith  in  Him  and  work  to  gain  our  rewards.  The  ex- 
periences of  life  must  be  felt  and  lived;  we  must  use 
them  as  best  we  can  to  show'  our  love  for  the  One 
who  did  all  for  us. 
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An  intricate  part  of  the  Anatomy  course 
is  the  use  of  visual  aids  and  models 
when    studying    and    reviewing. 

Laboratory  partners  are  able  to  identify 
disease  causing  organisms  of  an  un- 
known nature  by  studying  slides  under 
the  microscope. 

Experiments  in  the  Chemistry  laboratory 
enable  the  student  to  have  a  clearer 
conception  of  both  normal  and  abnormal 
reactions    occurring    in    the    body. 
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Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Chem- 
istry, and  Microbiology  are  taught 
the  freshmen  year  through  affiliation 
with  Valparaiso  University.  These 
courses  give  the  student  a  basic  un- 
derstanding of  the  normal  sciences 
so  she  will  be  able  to  cope  with  ab- 
normal situations  when  they  are  en- 
countered. 
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Accuracy  is  of  great  importance  in  pre- 
paring medications.  Skill  of  handling  a 
hypodermic  for  injection  may  be  prac- 
ticed  in  the  clinical   laboratory. 


The  correct  technique  of  taking  a  blood 
pressure  may  be  practiced  in  spare  time. 


One  of  the  first  procedures  a  student 
is  taught  and  one  of  the  most  used 
in  nursing  is  the  art  of  making  a  bed. 
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Fundamental  principles  of  nurs- 
ing care  and  procedures  are 
learned  by  the  freshmen  student  in 
the  clinical  classroom  and  labora- 
tory. Practice  and  close  supervision 
of  procedures  give  the  student  guid- 
ance and  confidence  for  the  future. 


Psycfiology   and   Sociology 


Each  semester  the  social  sciences, 
Psychology  and  Sociology,  are 
taught  by  instructors  from  Valpara- 
iso University.  Studies  include  nor- 
mal behavior  and  group  norms,  not 
only  to  help  us  better  understand 
ourselves  but  also  to  help  in  hand- 
ling interpersonal  communication 
v/ith   other   individuals. 


Many  hours  of  individual  research  and 
outside  reading  are  spent  in  the  library 
to  gain  knowledge  of  group  interac- 
tions. 


Freshmen  students  assemble  for  their 
lecture  during  a  first  semester  Psychology 
class  period. 


Senior  Gxpevience 


Thirteen  weeks  of  the  senior  year 
are  spent  in  senior  experience  in 
which  the  more  highly  skilled  tech- 
niques are  learned.  The  course  con- 
sists of  three  basic  divisions:  inten- 
sive patient  care  both  on  the  ward 
and  in  the  constant  care  unit,  charge 
experience,  and  night  experience.  In 
this  course  the  senior  student  learns 
to  accept  more  responsibility  and  to 
better  prepare  herself  in  becoming 
a  graduate  nurse. 


Intravenous  technique  is  practiced  by 
the  student  under  the  supervision  of  an 
instructor. 


Each  senior  student  assumes  the  respon- 
sibility of  co-charge  nurse  under  the 
supervision  and  guidance  of  the  head 
nurse. 


Many     clinical     problems     are     discussed 
freely    with    the    class    instructor    in    the 

Senior    Experience    class. 


Operating   Room   Gxpevienee 


Eight  weeks  of  the  junior  year  are  spent 
in  the  operating  room.  Basic  surgical  assis- 
tance skills  and  sterile  techniques  are  taught 
during  this  time.  By  keen  observation  and 
the  experience  of  working  as  a  part  of  the 
surgical  team,  the  student  learns  the  normal 
and  the  abnormal,  and  the  techniques  of  re- 
pair, correction,  and  preservation  of  an  in- 
dividual in  an  effort  to  maintain  and  improve 
health. 


Knowledge  of  the  use  of  Instruments  In 
tlie  operating  room  Is  essential  to  the 
student. 


Under  supervision,   the   student   is   taugfit 
proper  draping  technique. 


By  mastering  basic  surgical  skills,  the 
student  Is  able  to  capably  assist  the 
surgeon    in   the   operating    room. 
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Reeovevy   Room    And 
Consfanf   Care  Unit    Gxpevience 

In  the  recovery  room  the  student  spends 
two  weeks  learning  and  putting  into  prac- 
tice the  iiTimediate  post-operative  care  of  the 
anesthetized  patient.  Supervision  and  instruc- 
tion is  provided  by  doctors  and  instructors. 
Adjacent  to  the  recovery  room  is  the  constant 
care  unit,  where  senior  students  learn  to  ad- 
minister the  intensive  care  and  outstanding 
skills  needed  in  caring  for  the  critical  patient. 


The  student  keeps  a  constant  vigilance  on  the 
critical  patient  and  thoroughly  and  accurately 
observes    and    records    changes    In    his    condition. 


Intravenous    solutions    are    stocked    in    the    constant 
care   unit   for    immediate    use   when    needed. 


The  student  in  the  recovery  room  observes  t  h  e 
surgeon  and  gains  from  him  a  working  knowledge 
of  the  immediate  needs  of  a  patient  who  has  just 
undergone    surgery. 


Pediafric    Nursing 


Thirteen  weeks  of  the  senior  year 
are  spent  studying  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  normal  child  in 
comparison  to  the  pathological  con- 
ditions of  infancy  and  childhood. 
Lectures,  projects,  films,  and  field 
trips  are  provided  to  stimulate  the 
interest  of  the  student  in  caring  for 
the  child. 


Specific    nursing    care    is    given    to    each 
child    OS    his    condition    permits. 


Constant  vigilance  under  the  most 
aseptic  technique  is  given  to  each  infant 
In    the    premature    nursery. 


The  playroom  provides  the  student  with  an  im- 
portant learning  experience,  and  it  permits  the 
convalescing    children    good    diversionai    activity. 
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Three  months  of  the  senior  year  are  spent 
in  the  area  of  maternity  nursing.  In  this  field 
of  nursing  lies  one  of  the  greatest  opportuni- 
ties for  the  student  in  patient  education.  She 
teaches  the  new  mother  the  fundamentals 
of  pre-  and  post-natal  care  and  the  care  of 
the  infant.  One  month  of  experience  is  pro- 
vided in  each  of  these  areas:  labor  and  deli- 
very,   post-partum,    and    nursery. 


The  experience  gained   in  the   nursery   is 
invaluable    in    caring    for    the    newborn. 


The    student    becomes    a    teacher    when 
working  with  the  mother  and  the  infant. 


Reassurance  and  constant  observation 
are  most  essential  to  the  mother  who  is 
in   labor. 


Nutvii 


ion 


Freshmen  students  spend  sixteen 
weeks  in  the  study  of  the  principles 
of  normal  nutrition  with  considera- 
tions given  to  various  aspects  of  food 
selection  and  preparation.  The  sci- 
ence of  nutrition  consists  of  the 
knowledge  of  utilizing  diets,  of  food 
composition,  and  of  dietary  constitu- 
ency. The  art  of  nutrition  is  applied 
in  laboratory  work  which  consists  of 
the  preparation  of  foods  for  normal 
and  special  diets. 


Outside  reading  and  studying  is  neces- 
sary for  the  student  in  understanding 
the  importance  of  food  nutrients  to  the 
body. 


Much  dietary  knowledge  can  be  gained 
by    visual    aids. 


Simple  foodstuffs  ore  prepared  by  the 
students  in  the  well-equipped  dietetic 
laboratory. 


Knowledge  of  pharmacology  Is  of  vital  Imporfance 
as  the  student  gives  the  prescribed  medication  to 
her   patient. 


Diet    therapy    instruction    is    being    applied    by    the 
student    as     she     feeds    the     blind     patient. 


Medicdil'SuvgicAl    Classes 


The  integrated  Medical-Surgical  course 
consists  of  concentrated  classes  to  study  the 
various  body  systems  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  body  adjusts  to  abnormal  condi- 
tions. The  student  is  acquainted  with  nursing 
responsibilities  applied  to  the  therapeutic 
treatment  and  symptomatic  nursing  care  of 
patients  whose  conditions  are  in  the  catego- 
ries  being    studied   at   the  time. 


The  proper  use  of  orthopedic  equipment  is  taught 
to  the   student   by   on   instructor. 
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Emergency  Room,  a  two-week  experience 
in  either  the  junior  or  senior  year,  requires  in- 
telligent and  accurate  acting  on  the  part  of 
the  student.  She  assists  the  doctor  in  treating 
emergency  cases  and  accidents.  Many  basic 
skills  and  techniques  are  applied  in  this  area. 


Of  vital   necessity  is  the  knowledge  of  the   resusci 
tator    in    emergency    treatment. 


The    student    frequently    assists    with    the    removal 
of   a    cost,   OS   if   is   here    being    performed. 


Each  student  gains  skill  in  accurate  and  complete 
observation  in  the  admittance  and  emergency 
treatment   of   the    patient. 


Professional   Adiusiments 


Professional  Adjustments  class  in- 
troduces students  to  the  ideals, 
standards,  and  conduct  of  the  pro- 
fessional nurse,  along  with  the  his- 
tory of  nursing  and  the  present 
nursing  trends.  Nursing  ethics  and 
major  nursing  problems  are  dis- 
cussed. 


Panel  discussions  become  quite  interest- 
ing and  enlighten  the  student's  knowl- 
edge  in   many  phases  of  life. 


Senior  students  study  the  lines  of  author- 
ity in  hospital  organization  during  a  class 
period. 


Cogmspovi 


The  senior  student  spends  three  months  on  psychia- 
tric affiliation  at  the  Logansport  State  Hospital.  Here 
she  is  able  to  learn  the  normal  personality  develop- 
ment and  structure  in  addition  to  the  basic  mental  dis- 
orders. In  clinical  practice  she  can  apply  this  knowl- 
edge to  meet  each  individual's  needs  by  developing 
interpersonal  relations  with  the  patient.  Therapy  con- 
sists of  recreation,  occupational  diversion  and  direct 
communication   with  group  classes. 


On  affiliation  many  new  friendships  ore 
made.  This  group  of  students  exchanged 
uniforms    on    Uniform    Day. 


Friendship  Gardens,  a  scenic  area,  is  a 
place  of  rest  and  beauty  for  the 
psychiatric   patient.

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The  six  weeks  spent  in  tuberculosis 
nursing  at  Irene  Byron  Hospital  en- 
ables each  junior  student  to  learn 
and  practice  generalized  isolation 
technique.  Here  she  also  gains  an 
understanding  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  treatments,  preventive  as- 
pects, and  rehabilitation  for  the  tu- 
berculosis patient.
